| Health Of Our Livestock 


Good Progress Has Been Made in the 
Control of Disease 

There is much of a comforting na- 

ture in the report for 1924-25 of the 

health of animals branch of the de- 


partment of agriculture at Ottawa. 
The veterinary director general, Dr. 
George Hilton, in reviewing the con- 
tagious disease situation in Canada 
shows that the animal diseases that a 
jfew years ago were troublesome have 
|been banished from the country. 
|Rabies has not been detected In any 
{part of Canada for years. No out- 
breaks of dourine has been reported 
among breeding horses for five years, 


and there is every reason to believe! 


the Infection does not exist in this 
country. Only one outbreak of an- 
thrax was seported in the year, and 
that was in British Columbia and was 
brought speedily under control. The 
malady is extremely rare in Canada. 
By vigorous action hog cholera has 
been practically eradicated. Suspect- 
ed glanders not belng promptly re- 
ported in unprogressive settlements of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, action has 
been necessary @nd has proved effec- 
tive, but close supervision is being 
kept to prevent recurrence. Fastern 
Canada and Manitoba are free of the 
disease. . Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick, Quebee and British Colum- 
bia are free from mange, but fsolated 
eases are reported in Nova Scotia and 
Ontario. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have had to have energetle at- 
tention, especially {in the last-named 
province near the international bound- 
ary.
